Council Defines 
Outdoor Dining 
Parameters

Outdoor dining has been widely hailed as a benefit 
to the City, but as a relatively new phenomenon, there 
was one aspect that had not been addressed in the 
Municipal Code: Where, exactly, tables could be placed 
on the sidewalk in front of neighboring businesses. 

Tuesday’s City Council meeting included an item to 
provide additional standards and criteria for the place¬ 
ment of tables on the public sidewalk for outdoor din¬ 
ing purposes, in the form of a Municipal Code Text 
Amendment. The item had been proposed last 
September and referred to the Planning Commission, 
with a guideline of tables being able to extend one 
storefront in either direction, a proposal the Planning 
Commission approved unanimously. 

Councilmember Glenn Lambdin brought up a couple 
of concerns of his. First, has asked whether restaurants 
needed the approval of t^ighboring property owners, 
tenants, or both. Development Services Director Brian 
Lee stated that the principle of the proposed text amend¬ 
ment was that diey would need the permission of busi¬ 
ness owners. Lambdin also asked whether that permis¬ 
sion could be rescinded, in the event that a business 
owner consented to tables in front of his establishment, 
then found it harmful to his business. Lee replied that 
as a worst case scenario, the outdoor dining permits had 
TO be renewed annuaiiy, and after a year, a neighboring 
business owner could opt to no longer sign a letter of 
permission. 

That letter of permission was also a concern of Mayor 
Pro Tern Bart Doyle’s, who questioned whether, for 
instance, a tenant is legally entitled to give hispermis- 
sim for a year if his lease expires before before that year 
is up, or whether he’s entitl^ to give it at all. “There are 
c<mtract issues here. The last thing we want is to get 
involved in mediating owneritenant property rights,” 
said Df^le. “I would also think diat diere would be li¬ 
ability issues.” 

Regarding the liability concerns. City Administrator 
John Davidson noted that the encroachment permits all 
require a $1.0 millimi certificate of insurance. 

Rob Stockly suggested that in order to keep the City 
from having to get in between tenants and property own¬ 
ers, a tenant be required to sign a statement of affirma¬ 
tion that according to his lease, he has the right to as¬ 
sign permission for encroachment. According to Lee, if 
it were to turn out that the tenant did not have that 
permission, then the permit would be based in inaccurate 
information, and could be rescinded. 

Landlord Carrie Edwards Evans said that she would 
certainly want to be involved in die decision process. “As 
the person responsible for 9 and 11 Kersting Court, I 
would definitely want to know how many tables were 
proposed to be placed in front of them, and where. I will 
be discussing this with my tenants,” Evans said. 

George Maurer, Planning Commissioner and host of 
The Only Place in Town, said that he had some concerns 
with the number of restaurants in Sierra Madre increas¬ 
ing. “We could have a continuous stretch of tables. There 
should be a limit as to the length they can go,” Maurer 
said.

Contract Extension

Tuesday night’s City Council meet¬ 
ing included an item billed as a discus¬ 
sion on the Film Coordinator’s contract. 
Though the intention on the staff report 
was to extend or not extend the contract 
of AWest, it was posted as a “discus¬ 
sion,” so Councilmember Kris Miller 
Fisher and Mayor Doug Hayes, 
particularly, expressed an interest in

Testimony was taken, however, and 
a large part of it was a crash course on 
just what it is a film coordinator has to 
go through. AWest began his presenta¬ 
tion by saying, “It’s been a great honor 
to represent the City of Sierra Madre,” 
at which point Hayes quipped, “You’re 
off to a great start” 

AWest spoke of the delicate balanc¬ 
ing act of refnesenting different groups 
of people. “TTie needs of certain parties

It’s made it look 
active, vital, and awake.” Miller Fisher was a member 
of the Planning Commission when the proposed text 
amendment was endorsed. She suggested placing a 50- 
foot limit in either direction for table placement. 

Ultimately, the Council unanimously decided to ap¬ 
prove first reading of a text amendment that would 
require Stockly’s proposed letter of affirmation, as well 
as set a limit of 50’ or one storefront on each side, 
whichever is smaller.

Take a minute out of 
your busy day and drive 
past 569 Manzanita Ave., 


Down the street fr'om Tiny’s at the 
comer of Sierra Madre Blvd. and Bald¬ 
win was Dumas’ Electric Shop, next 
door to Andy Liscomb’s Union Station 
on the comer. Mr. Dumas was a real old 
nuui and when anybody ever had a ap¬ 
pliance go out, like a toaster, iron, etc. 
We would take it down to Mr. Dumas 
and he always fixed them to be like new 
again. 

Around the comer from Dumas on 
Sierra Madre Blvd. Was Pop Dane’s 
Coffee Shop-on one end of the counter 
Pop Dane had a great, big, green glass 
cookie Jar. Inside were huge oatmeal 
and raisin cookies that cost a nickel a 
piece. Whenever I had an extra nickel 
in my pocket, burning a whole, I would 
stop in Pop Dane’s and get a big, old 
cookie. 

Up Sierra Madre Blvd., a little was 
Reznik’s Market. It was just a little 
“hole in the wall” place with a little pro¬ 
duce and gondolas galore stacked with 
all kind of canned goods. Now, Mr. and 
Mrs. Reznik were an older couple and 
their little market store did pretty good 
for itself in spite of its small size and ev¬ 
erything. There was ample parking and 
those two folks were sure nice. I remem¬ 
ber when Dad was out of work for a long 
time, Mr. Reznik gave Dad credit, so 
that our family didn’t go hungry. I’m 
sure that those nice people earned their 
way to heaven. 

Across the street from City Hall was 
A1 Wetherbee’s Club Sixty. It was the 
only bar in town and a few old codgers 
used to go in there in the afternoon for a 
“pick me up.” I only got a chance to 
peek in there once and all I saw was a 
lot of darkness and a few old folks sit¬ 
ting up the bar. And it smelled funny. 

One (tf my favorite hangout spots in 
Sierra M»lre was the 5-10-25 store on 
Kersting Court You name it, they had 
it.

bounding radial pulse indicates a greater than 60 systolic 
blood pressure. This fact, along with answers to ques¬ 
tions addressed to a patient, such as name, time of day, 
where he is, and circumstances of the event can demon¬ 
strate the patient’s level of consciousness and most im¬ 
portantly, adequate blood profusion to the brain. 

6. “. . . no further attempts were made to give him 
water.” Patients may be given fluids by mouth only if 
the patient can hold the glass (or bottle) and drink the 
fluids by himself. Forced drinking of fluids can com¬ 
promise the patient’s airway and may cause pneumonia. 

This case has been reviewed in accordance with qual¬ 
ity assurance program standards. The foremost question 
is, did the outcome of the patient suffer due to our pre¬ 
hospital treatment and was the care provided in accor¬ 
dance to California code, the standards of emergency 
medical care and department policy? It is clear that the 
patient’s outcome did not suffer, and all actions were in 
accordance with standards and policies. Although the 
case did expose the need for additional training in crowd 
control and scene management, patient care was not 
compromised. 

Because EMT-Paramedic is the standard of care for 
the LA area, other medical caregivers such as firefight¬ 
ers, paramedics, RNs, and MDs, are confused and frus¬ 
trated when we are unable to start I Vs and administer 
medications. Sierra Madre is the only city in LA Coun¬ 
ty with paramedics. The fire department has been on 
record for many years for being pro-paramedic, and is 
moving forward with a plan for paramedics.

I Cannot Tell A

Well, maybe I have once or twice, but after spending 
part of an afternoon with Don Fraser, I’m not sure I 
would again, especially in the vicinity of Arcadia. Don 
Fraser is the DF of DF Polygraph, and he knows more 
about lying and how to figure out who’s doing it than 
just about anyone around. 

So, how does one become a polygrapher? In Don’s 
case, he was on the Pasadena Police Department, work¬ 
ing robbery and homicide, when the resident polygra¬ 
pher retired. “They asked around to find someone who 
wanted to go to polygraph school, and like a fool, I said 
i’ 11 go’,” Fraser remembers. That was over 35 years ago, 
in 1960. In 1998, he’s still doing polygraphs, and like 
the equipment he works with, he’s getting better. 

While with the Pasadena Police Department, he 
started pickii^ up work from other Police Departments, 
until he eventually retired from the Department in 107, 
after 25 years of dedicated service. DF Polygraph keeps 
him busy, working for many organizations in both the 
public and private sectors. Fraser keeps a sense of hu¬ 
mor about what can be a serious business; a pin in his 
office reads, “I prevent truth decay.” He has run over 
16,000 subjects. 

In 1960, when Fraser began doing polygraphs, the 
accuracy rate was somewhere around 85%, he estimates. 
The jury is still out on Fraser’s current program, but the 
one that it replaced was operating at 99.7% accuracy. As 
the equipment improves, so does Fraser improve his 
skills, attending seminars. “I’m a big believer in continu¬ 
ing educations. Times are changing, and you have to 
keep up, says Fraser, who holds a Bachelor of Science 
Degree from the School of Public Administration at 
use, where he also minored in psychology. 

Contrary to popular myth, polygraph results are ad- 
missable as evidence in court cases. Fraser recalls one 
his more amusing times testifying in court, where he 
noted that just because somebody says something and 
passes a polygraph, doesn’t mean that what he says is 
true; it just means that the person testifying believes that 
it’s true. He recalls a case he was called in on in which 
a pilot testified and passed a polygraph that he took a 
given course of action because a warning light was on. 
The plane’s black box proved that the light was not on, 
but because he believed it so deeply, he registered as 
telling the truth. 

That distinction makes for one of the important rules 
of Fraser’s work: The need to stay away from inflam¬ 
matory questions, and words like “kill” or “murder”.
